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NEW SOLAR ENGINE.

Aerman Scientist's 
Invention, . 


Though the problam of utilis. 
ing the heat of the sun direct for: 
the production of mative energy 
has busied the minds of many 
inventors, no practicable solution 
bas so far been devised. There 
Are ona or two minor. experi. 
mental plantsin Egrpt and Cali- 
fornia, but the parcentage of 
impinging sun energy thera con. 
varted into motive powar is-very 
low, nor have thermic batteries 
designed to convar>t sunbeams 
into electricity proved able to 
Renerate any material current 
intensities. 

The fitst scheme freee from thesa 
drawbacks has just been patented 
by a German scientist, Professor 
aA. Marcuse, of Berlin, and en. 
ables tha heat rays from the aun 
to be integrally utilised by the 
applicstion of a radically new 
thermic principle. The sunbeams, 
cancentrated hy means of lenses, 
are ditected into a special sphere 
polished sutsida and blackened 
inside, with an openiogzof only a 
few omilimetres. From the 
thermic focus situated in this 
Opening the whole radiation at 
first strikes the internal segment 
situated opposite, thence is re. 
tlectel to and from inside the 
sphere to all sites. The sphere 
catchesthis radiation, which isnot 
allowed to tycapa, and utilis- 
ing it without practically aay 
loss for heating its walls, 
serves as what Professor Marcuse 
termsa“heattrao.” Thanks to” 
iz4 relatively consideratla ares, 
the sphere is able effactively to 
heatahigh-boiling oil kept in a 
heat-insulated vessel surrounding 
the sphere. This heated oil is 
next led through serpentines into 
a stationary water boiler separat- 
ed from the rest of the mechan- 
ism, in order thera to reise 
high-tension steam. Inasmuch 
as the heated oil” under the 
action of totating pumps cir- 
Culates to and fro, any heat com- 
mun.catrd to the water isquickly 
made up for. 

This apparatus must, of course,’ 
in a similar manner to the big 
astronomical telescopes operated 
by cleckworke, share the appar- 
ent rotation of the sun of its daily 
course, A small, rather crude 
firat model,in spite of s thermi- 
cally unsatisfactory lensand the 
very unfavouzab’e climate, proved 
able to utilise ag much as 75 per 
cent. of the available heat of the 
sun. In the case of ® more 
ufficient construction, sbout 1.3 
b.p. will each second be produced 
per square metre.

state of coma, Tbe crox of the 
matter is that the process of 
burning of the gas itself produces 
poisonous gases, $0 that unless a 
room ig well ventilated there ia 
terrible mecaceto its occupants, 
even though there is no leakage 
of the gas, supply itself. Aa 
American journal recently to 
band, discussing this subject, 
makes the following statement: 


“Rooms, in cold weather, are’ apt 
to be tightly closed, and therefore 
none of the gas-hurning -devices

In the report to the Secretary 
of State for Air on the question 
of Gorernment financial assist- 
ance to civil air transpart com- 
panies, tha committee of business 
lmen appointed by tha Air 
Ministry suggest the formalion 
of a new commercial orsanisation 
ta which would becranted assist: 
ance in subsidies. 

Ie is proposed that the amount 
of this assistance . ahall be 
£1,000,000, spread over‘a period 
of 10 years, thus averaging 
£100,000 per annum, or a little 
moore than half the amount that 
has been paid yearly since 1921. 

None of the members of the 
committee has any connection 
with aviation, and thay were able 
therefora to makean independent 
enquiry and analysis of the finan- 
aaces of air transport. 

The committee heard evidence 
from (the Federation of British 
Industries and the Association of 
the British Chambers ef Com- 
tmerce, and aasuted thems-lyes 
that there is a real desire on the 
part of tue commercial werld to 
see eTHoient air transport 
Srvive between lreat Britain 
ant the continent, even at te 
cost of consideratle subsiciies.
